States:lre required to
submit the Section 303(d) list and TMDL priorities to U.S. Environmental Protection
Agency (U.S. EPA) for approval in even-numbered years.

SWRCB guidance for the 1998 water quality assessment update outlined the procedures
for each of the nine Regional Water Quality Control BO:lrds (RWQCB) to conduct its
update of the Section 303(d) list and TMDL priorities.
